LIFE OF LOVE AND HELP 
Mary Lucinda Gates, daughter of 


Uichard and Martha Palmer, was 
jorn at Stoton, Wisconsin, August 
20, 1842, and died at her home in 
Covina, May 11, 1934. 


Her mother died when Lucinda 


was but four years of age. All of 
this family, Edward, Anderson, Jas- 
per, Almeda, Almira, Rebecca, and 
Zachey, preceded Lucinda to the 
other world. The father moved his 
family to Minnesota in a covered 
wagon about the year of 1847 and 
they lived at the site where later 
the city of Rochester was built, dur- 
ing the outbreak of trouble with the 
Indians. 


The father fought with Abraham 


Lincoln in the Black Hawk v/ar. The 
children and grandchildren have of- 
ten been thrilled with the interest- 
ing reminiscences about the early 
experiences of Mrs. Gates. The fa- 
ther could not keep his large, moth- 
erless family together long, and the 
little ones were .separated among 
different families. 


Lucinda had the privilege of at- 


tending school but a few months, 
but her naturally bright mind and 
her ambition to read every good 
book or magazine available made 
her a well-educated woman, while 
her quick sense of humor made her 
a delightful conversationalist even 
in her advanced years. 


In 1856 she was married to Milo 


Parker. To this union were born 
three children—Emma Brown, the

For Social Justice— 


Big spot news of the week is, of course, the 


capture of the kidnapers of William F. Gettle, 
Arcadia and Hollywood capitalist, and his 
safe return, and the finding of June Robles, 
six years old. Tucson heiress, unharmed after 
many anxious weeks since her abduction. 


The average man and woman reacts with 


the explosive statement that the kidnapers 
ought all to be hanged. This is natural and 
understandable. Certainly, they should be 
put where they are not any longer a menace 
to Society. But as Judge Yankwich of the 
superior court of Los Angeles county has 
stated in written opinions: 


"The only aim of punishment is to disarm 


the enemy of society," and to cope with crime, 
we need an enlightened, not qn aroused, pub- 
lic opinion." 


If we place the judge's statement under a 


real, analytical test, we find that it leads us 
to an indictment of Society, not merely the 
wreaking of vengeance on isolated individuals 
in Society. If Society were enlightened, 
thinking, analytical of its own shortcomings 
and blind blunders, there would be no kid- 
napings, no hold-ups, no bank robberies. 
Ojt/jnp wnijlrl }•»=> confined /*••"«••*••—•f»iis«vl hv 
anger, jealousy and moronic stupidity, rather 
than by desperate need, cupidity and the am- 
bition to acquire. 


One of the most revealing studies of the 


experiment in Russia brings out the indubiti- 
able fact that, even where money is still a 
medium of exchange, crime is dropping with 
startling rapidity, for the simple reason that 
seven-eighths of the people are receiving all 
that there is to be had on an equal basis; the 
profits of labor are being equally distributed 
—therefore, there is no desire and little op- 
portunity to rob, to covet, to hoard, to beat 
the other fellow in a trade by illegal or extra- 
legal means. One of the immediate by-pro- 
ducts of distribution of food, clothing and 
shelter on an equal basis is the rapid elimina- 
tion nf crimes against human beings and prop- 
erty. Where there is little incentive there is 
little crime. 


Society is responsible and not individuals 


in a civilization where ninety per cent of the 
wealth and resources of the country are own- 
ed by seven per cent of the people. You may 
say that the.se kidnapers are moral degener- 
ates, and that bank robbers are hop-heads, 
and hold-up men drunken, maniacs. For the 
most part this used to be so, but it isn't so 
any longer. The ranks of direct action crim- 
inals have heon monstrously swelled by re- 
cruits from the destitute and desperate, who 
otherwise would be mild-mannered, docile 
and respectable citizens. 


We have the problem of the equitable dis- 


tribution of the products of labor. Settle this 
problem and we settle the problem of kidnap- 
ing, bank robbing and all crimes of violence 
that are actuated by desperation, hunger, and 
the sense of Society's betrayal. On these lines 
must we think, while, at the same time, doing 
what we can to combat the ever-growing 
menace of criminal activity. 


H. G. Wells, British author, declares in a 


recent book that in ten years no person pos- 
sessing wealth will live in even comparative 
safety unless constantly surrounded by a 
heavy body-guard. And the poor will not 
escape, for it is inevitable that citizens and 
children will be kidnaped and ransoms levied 
on communities, as in the manner of the an- 
cient Italian Mafia and the bandits of the 
mountains of Mexico. 


Isn't it about time that we become enlight- 


ened instead of aroused? Is it not time to 
study and discover the cause instead of pun- 
ishing men for results? 


Mrs. Belmont Disapproves— 


Patrician Mrs. August Belmont, who only 


speaks to a hundred or so of New York's four 
hundred, is president of the national Motion 
Picture Research Council, and that body has 
just issued a statement that nearly all of the 
films released are vulgar, some of them lewd, 
and with the greater bulk insipid and devoid 
of any uplift, moral or intellectual. 


There is much ground for this pronounce- 


ment. To the intelligent adult the greatest 
irritation in films and radio programs is the 
imbecility of treatment. A great many run- 
o'-the-mill films and radio programs never 
rise higher than the sophomoric purview, and 
in their lesser moments of inspiration are fit 
only for the wards of the hospitals for the 
feeble-minded. But there are great pictures, 
and great moments on the radio. 


Discussing this question of vulgarity, how- 


ever, we would like to talk for the moment 
by remote control with Mrs. Belmont, and 
point out that vulgarity, like most things in 
human life, is relative, and changes as one 
generation succeeds another. Actual vulgar- 
ity could be said to remain the same down 
thru the centuries, but synthetic vulgarity, 
or that which is made vulgar by social decree, 
is subject constantly to amendment. 


These thoughts were given impetus after 


viewing a recent film, "Little Women," based 
on the famous story by Louisa M. Alcott, 
written in the Civil war period. The film fol- 
lowed the original story and atmosphere with 
gratifying fidelity, and was, of course, one of 
the sweetest, most innocent and wholesome of 
any films of recent release. Yet, it would 
have filled the puritans and others of its 
period with horror. It would have caused an 
epidemic of pulpit pounding that would have 
reverberated like a shipyard in wartime. The 
madcap- Jo, is pictured as waving and shout- 
ing at a young man to whom she had not been 
introduced, and if she had been introduced, 
had 110 right from the standpoint of etiquette 
to wave and shout. And she runs about the 
woods in a mad scramble, with the young man 
pursuing her, and with her hoopskirts lifted 
to reveal her ankle-length pantalettes—a 
truly shocking spectacle. 


Some things called vulgar are merely varia- 


tions in deportment from that which the pre- 
vious generation has been taught to believe 
to be correct. There is too much of the sug- 
gestive in the modern films, but that is not 
the greatest indictment that can be brought 
against them. The worst feature is that of 
the low type of theme, and moronic treat- 
ment of theme, offensive to the intellect 
rather than to morals.

Theory and scientific analysis are helps. But 
conscientiously covering the beat is in first 
place in capturing all kinds of criminals.

I n t r i g u e s 
Audience 


"An Illustrated History of the 


Written Word" was given Monday 
afternoon before a meeting of the 
Woman's club_in such an interesting 
manner by Dr. Thaddeus Reamy 
Brenton, that despite the warm af- 
ternoon, the audience held the lec- 
turer long after his alloted tune. 


Dr. Brenton, a lecturer connected 


with the English department of the 
University of California at Los An- 
geles and curator of the manuscript 
room, talked in a fascinating manner 
of the history of printing, tracing its 
advance and comparing it to the 
progress of civilization. 


The oldest known piece of written 


work is on a stone taken from the 
doorway of the tomb of an Egyptian 
king and is now one of the most 
valued pieces of Oxford museum. 
Picture writing was first done on 
stone, on clay tablets, on a pulpy 
paper made of papyrus and muddy 
Nile water, tree bark, skins of ani- 
mals known as parchment, and vel- 
lum, before the discovery was made 
that paper had been made and used 
by the Chinese in an early century. 


The'progress of individual letters 


and the alphabet is equally interest- 
ing. Originally a picture of a sub- 
ject was drawn, but it was found to 
be difficult to draw intangible ob- 
jects. Dr. Brenton used as an illus- 
tration "wisdom." Wisdom was de- 
noted by an owl known as mulok, 
and from this originally came an 
"m," no vowels being used in the 
early writings. 


CLAY WRITING 


During the period of clay writing, 


2250 B.C., it was discovered that li- 
braries of clay tablets were made 
with filing lists similar to modern 
libraries, and that these tablets were 
loaned to readers and returned after 
having been read. 


Inks used and the decorations by 


the monks, done on vellum and 
parchment, were of the finest qual- 
ity, lasting thru centuries. Most of 
the writing was done by monks in 
the monasteries. Wood cuts, where- 
by pictures and a small amount of 
writing were cut from a block of 
wood, were one step toward movable 
type, which was first found in the 
fifteenth, century. The first book 
known to have' beeh printed with 
movable type was the Gutenberg

JT IS given to few men to become 


legends in their own time, but 
when this condition arrivesv 
nothing can stop it or dispel it; 


it,continues to grow and grow until it is 
almost a ritual; every prosaic event 
achieves its due glamour and every act 
becomes another manifestation of the 
myth. 


Something like this was true of Pancho 


Villa, savior of his people and one of the 
most spectacular desperadoes our times have 
known. 


And now Wallace Beery will bring the 


Mexican bandit to life in Metro-Goldwyn- 
Mayer's ambitious realization of his extraor- 
dinary career. "Viva Villa!" will come to 
the screen of the FOX Theatre on Sun. after 
many months of actual location in Mexico. 


Loved and Feared Him 


Villa's tempestuous early years were so 


crowded with daring and unprecedented in- 
surrections that his name immediately be- 
came a symbol of hope and fear strangely 
mingled. The mere mention of him in any 
household, on any road, struck intense emo- 


• itoirni associations ana a Hood or rail stories.' 


Pancho Villa was that kind of man. 
In other ages his kind could have flour- 


ished anywhere, and did in great profusion. 
In recent years—that is, during the last cen- 
tury—Mexico was his natural territory. 


For Villa's idea of living was not some- 


thing that came from within himself but 
from his soil, the soil of an oppressed and 
primitive and backward country. 


In a country where a handful of rich land- 


owners control the housing and feeding of the 


actual menace to the community? His depre- 
dations are not individual triumphs but an 
effort to unsettle the entire government struc^ 
ture of the country. 


And, 
for this, Villa became a romantic 


figure, a savior and a tremendous bogey 
whom the poor loved and the rich abhorred. 


An Ugly Childhood 


He never meant to be romantic at all. His 


own childhood had been so ugly, so-full of 
poverty and deprivation, that it took no more 
than an early experience to decide his whole 
way of life. 


When a child of eight, Pancho Villa saw 


his father being whipped to death by a hacen- 
dado (a landowner) who had suddenly been 
empowered ro take possession of the partic- 
ular acre on which they lived. 


Pancho never forgot this. At that moment, 


whether he knew it or not, his whole existence 
became consecrated to the sheer ideal of 
avenging this anything but uncommon crime. 


For the crime was not an isolated event, 


not a thing in itself: it was a symbol of 
tyranny and oppression. And the boy Pancho 
swore he would wipe this out of a soil that 
knew sufficient suffering without such bru- 
*t«ilitt«a* 
- 
•

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That he was recurrently sidetracked in his 


originally laudable desire is a truth demon- 
strated in his life and in the picture, but the 
explanation is clear. 


He was a violent 


and passionate man 
by nature. Once he 
began something 
and 
became 
in- 


volved in it to the 
point of high enthu- 


siasm, he had a tendency to forget why he was 
doing it and to end by doing it entirely for 
its own sake. 


This is a pardonable enough tendency 


when the activity is a harmless and casual 
one — but Pancho neither knew when to stop 
getting married nor when to stop killing 
people. 


The result was that he was constantly per- 


forming brutal wholesale actions whose mo- 
tivating idea was relatively justified 
but 


whose final effect was devastating and rarely 
worth the ravage. 


Full of Repentance 


When this was pointed out to Villa, he was 


invariably amazed at what he had done and 
invariably convinced by the Tightness of the 
reproof. He would swear never to do it 
again. 


And then word would come to him of the 


injustices practiced by some landowners or 
some military officials — and 
he would 


promptly organize his countless and always 
changing band of desperadoes — and, before 
he knew it, he had forgotten his promises and 
was exercising no control whatever in his
